6.18.6. that Chniſt ſaith, it were better 7M 3 man to 
be caſt into the {ca with a milſtone about 
his necke, rhen to giue any occalts io make 

an 


an other to fine, ; 
Q pe women, I pray you that for Chriſts 
ſake ye will conhider, why God was fo 


diſpleaſed with the daughters of Sion , for £4.46 


their fine attire, and wanton behauiour; and 
alſo why the holy Ghoſt doth will chriſtian 
women to decke themſclues with vertues, 
and not with coſtly raiment? Surely ie ſe- 
meth to me,rthat one cauſe is the great dan- 
ger of men, who arc inticed to luſt by the 
rrimnefle of women. And is not an other 
caule the watting of Gods goods vpon 
vaine ornaments? Fake heede leaft God doe 
ue daje call you roa reckoning for euerie 
pennic jdly beſtowed and for cucrie man by 
your meanes tempted, O the modeſtic'of 
women, what an heauenly preſcruatiue and 
remedic it is againſt luſt? 

Yong men pray humbly,and feruently to 
God, that you be not ſtained with luſt; and 
if you finde your bodies dangerouſlic ſubie& 
thereunto, [tive ro keep your mings cleane,” 
Rather then yeild ro any vnlawfull a&t of 
fleſhlinefſe, intend your fſelfe ro marrie: 
for mariage is an honourable calling ,and 
holy before God. lt is farre better tobe ma- 
fied and very poore, with honeſtie ; then to._ 
be ynuparied,and very rich, with diſhoneftic 
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If you meane to marrie, pray vnto God that 


he will giue you grace, well and wiſely to 
gouerne, and maintaine 2 maried life: praie 
alſo that hee will match you with a godly 
wife, And 2s you praie, fo ſe by 
good meanes to procure the bleſſings which 
you = for, nding your ſelfe to 
the pleaſure of God: be well aduiſed before 
you make choiſc of a wife, and when you 
haue once ſetled your minde, let nothing 
eauſe you to repent , or forſake your choile:

If the word of God be true, as without p;ov.ro. 


doubt ic is, that a falſe witneſle ſhall not be 
vnpuniſhed, and he that ſpeaketh lies ſhall 
periſh; thenam TI in a feareſull cafe: for I 
haue made many lies, and borne much falſe 
witnefle, I haue hgnified many things, 0- 
therwiſe then I thought of them, I rake 
much dciight in telling firang reports: and 
\uch as arc either altogether vnrrue, or 
peeccd vp wich lies , or at lea(t verie vncer- 
tain, and nor like to be true, Alſo llouelies, 
and when I hearc them, | vphold them,ſome 
time for my oOvwne atuantage, lome tume to 
pleaſe other, and ſome time to hurt them 
that I loue not, Hereby it plainly appeareth 
whoſe child I am; for Cod is the father of 
E 1 .* truth 
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etruth,and che Deuill father of lying. 

For Gods take therefore ail people I be- 
ſcech you hate lying , doe nor fignifie, or 
maintaine any word thee i 1s varrue although 
you might much benifit yout ſelfe by it: vn- 
lefle in verie conſcience you be perſwaded 
and haue good reaſon to moouc you that 
ſuch a thiag is true, vrtter it not, Be no com- 
mon reporter of ne ies, nor much glen to 
taike: for tuch 1 people he veter many lies, 
In bearin 19 witnclie be well aduiſed whar 
you ſai ie,8& with what 1 ntent;for you may be 
a falte wiines: many waies,and fometime not 
percaue it your { ſeife, F alſe \ witncfle is a lie in 
matter or in meaning, The mater teftihed 
is falſc alrogerher, or rin ſome part, A teſti- 
ionic alto octher falſe is that, \ herein there 
is no word true, as they which witneſled a- 


gain{t Naboth. that he had poken againſt 


God, ard the king: —_ he had not 
p L. ry ! of s, y. 

ſpoken any thiag againit God, or the 
king. 


A teſtimonie partly falſe, is when ſome- 
what is put to, or put out , or ſome v.ord 
altcred, 

Ofputting to, we haue an example in the 
Tewes who accu ſed Chriſt to Pilare che Em- 
perours depurtic, that he did forbid men to 
paic 
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paie tribute to the Emperour, ſaying ;that he xa 
was Chrilt a king, Ir is true that he ſaid he 
was Chriſt a king; bur falſe that he forbad 
men to pate wibute to the Emperour, for le 
willed people to pai , yea, and paide for Mat.17 
himlſcltfe. " 

Of leauing out we haue an example in 
the deuill;who,to perſivade Chriſt ro throw Mar.4. 
himſelfe downe from the top of the temple, Plal.os 
cold him that it 1s writterr in the word of 
God, the angels of God had a charge giuen 
them to keepe Chrilt from hurting him- 
(clfe, Here the deuill left our theſe words, In 
all thy waies; which he Would nor ſpcake, 
becauſe be theended that Chriſt ſhould not _ 
take the waie to goc downe by fires ; but 
teinpt God in falling from the toppe. 

Of altering me word we haue an ex- 
ample in the two falſe wicnefles, that accu- M at, 26, 
{cd Chriſt ſaying; this man faide, I can 
deſtroy the temple 6F God, and build? It iN toh 2's 
three daics. Whereas Chill ſaide, deſtroy © 
ye_t this tem! vle , andTIw "8 Build icin three _ 
daies, 

You may teſtifie of an other that which 
he hath faide or done, and yet miſtake his 
meaning. So when Chriſt faide, deftro oy loh,2 
this temple; he mcant his bodice; _ in” 
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aduerſaxics_tooke it, that he meant the 
cage that was builr of lime and lttone, 
When Dauid fled from the court of King 
m-29- Saul, and came to Abimelec the Prictt ; he 
22, knowing none otherwiſe but that he was 
{till in the kings fauour, gaue him intertain- 
ment; and was FW" re falſly accuſed of 
one Doeg, to haue conſpired with Dauid 
againſt the King: who thereupon pur him to 
death and al his kindred, 

It is a gricuous thing to confider, how 
both words and deedes are. CO mmonly 
miſtaken , to the great wrong of many peo- 
ple, yca that which is more grieuous , when 
a thing cannot init felfe be miſtaken wee 
preſume to finde out ſome bad cauſe that 
moouecd the partie to + be or doc it, 

”—_ When the Apoſtles by the inſpiration of 
the holy Ghoſt ſpake in ſtrange languages 
good matter; ſome ſaide they were drunck, 

12.24. When Chriſt calt our devills; ſome ſaide he 

1 was a coniurer,and wrought with the deuill, 

7-9 Job living an vpright life, the deuill accu- 
ſcd him chat i in his heart he was a diſlember; 
and would ferue God no longer then God 
fed him with giftes; and when he was Proo- 
2-4+5- ueda lycrin that , yet he vrged, that if Iob 


were bodily punithed with diſcales, w” 
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would ſhew himſeclfe falſhearted to God: 


which alſo prooued a falſe witneſle, 

Among all the apprentiſes that the deuill 
hath in the trade of falſe witneſſing and 
lying, none goe beyond them that will 
accuſe men for well doing, as they that 
accuſed Daniel for ſaying his praiers allead- ,,,, 
ging that therein he ſhewed an ill minde to 
the king, 

You may teſtifie againſt a man that which 
is true, and yet before the face of God, be 
within compaſle of falſe witnefle : as he that 


accuſed Moſes of killing an Egyptian, gaue Exod. 

frac reftimonie: for Moſes ml inacede 

therefore the accuſer ſpake the ruth , but | 

fot truly, that 15, not in zcale to the truth, 

but in — to Moſes, who told him ofhis _ 
ault, 

To keepe your {elfe cleare from lying 8& 
falſe witneſſing, you mul} firſt ſeare God, 
for he is a moſt righteous judge, and will ex- 
amine whatſocuer you faic of any bodie. 

Secondly,you muſt loue the party of who 
you ſpeake, for it is verie true, that cuill will 
cannot ſpeake well, but one way or an other 
it will outrunne your conſcience, Therefore 
if your heart be our of charitic with _ 
fraine your ſclfe from medling wi : 
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. becauſe the wrath of man worketh not the 


rightcouſneſle of God, 

"Thirdly ,\hatfocuer you ſce or heare of 
others, either meddle not with it according 
to S, Pauls leſflon, Srriue to be quiet,and doe 
- your bulineſle: or if it fo concerne you, that 
you mutt ncedes thinke and ſpcake of i it, 
take good hced that you doc not miſtake a- 
ny part of it, for miſtakiug b:rcedeth lies,and 
it 13 2 finne robe ely the deu ill, many things 
arc {o ſaid and fo done, that they may be ta- 
ken well-or ill, yea what can be {aid or done, 
but ſome one or other will rurne it to an c- 
will meaning, like vnto the ſpider that out 
of the beſt flowers will ſuck ſome poi lon, 
Bur be you of the mind to take euerie thing 
the bgſt waie, knowing that it is the dc wills 
propertic to make "the worſt of eucrie 
thing, 

You may be deceiued in that which you 


'haue vpon your owne knowledge, becauſe 


you cannot ſec the heart and meaning of the 

artic, much more in that which. you haue 
by heareſaie 1 for reports are commonly Ve- 
rie faultic, and ſeldome hold truth in euerie 
point: v berefore almightie God to ſhew vs 
an example what we ought to doe, when 
the cric of the ſinnes of Sodom came. vp to 
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heauen,came downe to fee whether it were 
| true or not, before he would ſeeme to be- 
leeue it, whereby you learne to be flow of 
belcefe in hearing euill of others, 

But if you be well affured that an other 
hath faid or done wrongfully, the wrong 
is cither ro you or to others, If any haue 
wronged you, you muſt by the commande- 
ment of your maſter Iefus Chriſt, firſt rel the Mar. 
partie of his fault ſecretly and charicably ; if 
he ſo amend, you are ſatisfied, If he regard 
not your talke , you mult take one or two 
with you , and tell him of his fault againe in 
charitable manner : and if then he amend, 
1 you muſt reſt contented : but if he continue 7 
| in his faule, you muſt complaine to ſuch as 
have authoritie to iudge berweene you, 

If one wrong an other , and you be priuie 
to it,and ſure of it, you muſt be carefull thar 

790U wrong neither of them;becauſe they are 
both your neighbours, and brethren : there- 
fore firſt defire the partie that doth the wrog 
to right it, Which if he will not doe, you 
mult diſcouer it, leaſt before God you he 4 
partaker in the wrong doing, 


| 
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Was neuer content with that which God 

gaue me, but continually difliked my 
ſtate; murmuring , and calling out com- 
plaints; enuying the proſperiuc of others, 
judging them not ſo worthie of it as m 
ſelfe : yea, wiſhing in my heart thatT had 
their goods,Beceing promiſed a living, which 
T could not haue till the death of him that 
had it,and hath it,I ofcen deſired to heare of 
his death. Wherefore by the iuſt judgement 
of God, he is likely to heare of my death, 
When I hauc heard that ſuch,and luch were 
in poſſibilitic of preferment,or had obtained 
it, I fretted and fumed at it, becauſe I would 
haue had it my ſclfe. 

When I ſaw a man haue a wife of good 
condition, I could finde in my hcart to wiſh 
him dead , and my ſclfe maricd to his wife. 
And when one maricd a wife , whome I li- 
ked, I tomacked it much, becauſe I had her 
not, I hauc wiſhed a good ſ{cruant from one 
to another, 

Thus, and many other waies I haue co- 
ueted my neighbours goods , both ro my 
{elfe and to others , becauſc I had not faith 
and charitic, 
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O all Chriſtian people , hate this helliſh 
couerouſnes, the roote of all cuill. Be high- 
ly content with that which God giueth you, 
ind you get by good meanes;for that which 
your get by ill meanes God giueth not , bur 
by the ſufferance of God, the deuill helperh 
you to it, 

Therefore with goods well gotten quiet 
your minde, and be very thankfull to God. 
Comet not to be rich, tor when a man 1s 0- 
uerlDbaded he can hardly traueM:andyou are” 
rrauailers paſſing through this world into 
heauen, Bur if you foreſſow the time till 
heauen gate be ſhut againſt you, what wall 
all thi worlds g00d auaile you ? your bodie 
mult to the graue, your ſoule to hell, & your © 
goods whereupon FIcnc-- all 
your time, Nadie and Tabour, muſt remaine” 
ro Fhome you know not. Therefore haue a 
meaſure in your werldly cares, and as your 
deere Lord and Sauiour willeth you , gue _—_ 
your minds to grow rich towards God, lay= 
ingvp rexftrre-tr hemenwhere ie The” 
{ike y keprtint ou come, and there you [ ſhalt” 
intoy the Tame for ever, , 

 Defirerarher T5 make ſure vnto your 
ſelues the faluation of your loules , thenthe_ 
goods of the bodie : for looke what you de- 
ſ\re 
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fire moſt, you will moſt intend. Of the two, 


-it were better to neglect the bodie, then the 


ſoule; becauſe he that feeketh to aſſure vnto 
himſelte the good of his ſoule, ſhall haue the 
good of his bodie into the bargaine. 

If this were ſerled in the hearts of people, 


'they would not couct ſo vnmealurably, 


This vnmeaſurable couctouſncile doth 
ſhewe that the heart is not right ſct rowards 
God: for if it were turned to him, it would 
be thoroughly ſufhced with his grace, whe- 
ther you had much or little of worldlic 
goodes. Like as the needle ina diall will 
neuer be quiet vntill it be ſet right to the 
north ſtarre, and then it will relt. 

It cannot be, but that a couctouſe man 
15 a breaker of this commandement, becauſe 
his heart is in the hand of the Deuill, and 
he turneth it whither he will, 

Bur many will faie, ſuch, and ſuch haue 
tO much, and I haue to little; I anſwer, how 
know you, they haue to much, and you to 
lietle. Becauſe they haue inough, and ſpare, 
but we want that which is neceflarie, yea 
but yet you live, We luc indeede , but not 
{> well , as they that haue more. Ah , you 
doc not fare ſo well , nor goe ſo gaic, nor 
pleaſe your cies with the fight . worldly. 
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wealth : If it be the felicitic of this worlde . 
that you Tooke for; rake heede leaſt you be 
one of them to whome Chriſt faith, Woe be 
vnto_you rich , becauſc_ you haue receiued Luk-6-2 
your coinfort : that is, you haue that which 
you ſought after. Yea , but you will ſay, we 
hine Tt not, Tanſwer, God loueth you fo _ 
much the better, But you 1 will {ay,why doth 
hcTotgiue vnto me as well as to others? A 
g00d child reſteth content with that, which 
his father giuerh him), But if that reafva will 
not ſerue, why doe parents keepe kniues fr 
little children ? leaft they ſhould hurt their 
bodies: fo God keepeth worldly goods 
from you, leaſt you ſhould by the ill viing 
of them herme your owne foules , Doe you 
thinke that the poore begger Lazarus #5 
now grieue at the iſeric herein he was 
when he lay at the rich mans gate tu Tullof 
ſores Toro ane through want of _ 
ode? No vernyate reioyceth, and praiſeth__ 
God Tor his pouertie , —and for his atience; 
wherewim he endired the 200d pleaſure =p hs 
Cod; Kiowin: owing t Gree goodFleſureof 
beene rich, he might haue thereby lott his 
faluation, as Diues Gid. It is a greater mat-® 
*er to vie riches well,then molt people nma= 
gine,Els would not our Sauiour Chrilt have 
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= faid,as he did ſay; That it is eafier for a ca- 
24:5, . well ro gothrough the eye of a needle, then | 
for a rich man to enter into the kingdome 
of heauen, And yertleaſt they to whom God 
giueth riches ſhould be diſcomforted , hee 
told his Diſciples , that God is able to ſaue 
the rich, Whereby you, vnderſtand that to 
be rich, and to be faued, requireth a moſt 
mightic grace of God : for it were a great |
